Coming October 26 to Watsonville 
is an ex-citing group of Dalmatian folk- 
singers and dancers called "Jedinstvo'.' 
During their performance here you will 
also be hearing the familiar sounds of 
the Yugoslavian stringed instrument - 
the tamburitza. Did you ever wonder 
how the tamburitza became associated 
with our Yugoslav people? 

It would be appropriate there¬ 
fore at this time to discover the back¬ 
ground of this very popular stringed 
instrument. The word'"tamburitza" is 
an Americanized version of the word 
tambura — which in turn comes from 
the Turkish word — "tanbur". The tam¬ 
bura is similar to the Russian balal¬ 
aika, the Spanish guitar, and the Ital¬ 
ian mandolin. All of these instruments 
date back to Persia, where the Assyrian 
people played an instrument close to 
our present-day tambura. 

There are varying opinions as to 
how it came to the Balkan area. We 
do know however that the Yugoslavian 
Republic of Bosnia is the oldest Bal¬ 
kan center for the tambura. From Bos¬ 
nia it traveled to Slavonia and Backa, 
where more than 100 years ago the first 
tamburitza orchestra was started. It 
is safe to say then that the Yugoslav 
people "adopted" the tamburitza as 
their very own national instrument.

The Mad Genius of 
The Gilded Age 


TESLA: IM V OUT OF TIME 
By Margaret Cheney

about Nikola Tesla (1856-1943), probably the most 


significant — and most eccentric — of the self- 
taught scientists who ushered in the modem age of 
electricity. Tesla, not Marconi, should be consid¬ 
ered the father of the radio, as well as of radar, 
television, robotry and guided missiles. 


It was Tesla who prevailed over Edison (a man 
deathly afraid of alternating current) and devel¬ 
oped (with George Westinghouse) the first major 
generating station at Niagara Falls. Now, 125 years 
after Tesla’s birth, his plan for transmitting power 
using the earth as a conductor is being used to 
communicate with nuclear submarines, and hia 
patents continue to be confronted by developers of 
computers. 


These and many other inventions testify to 
Tesla’s genius and significance. But his fascination 
as a man goes beyond science. He was an obsessive 
neurotic, with curious phobias and habits; he was 
acquainted with many of the most interesting 
figures around the turn of the century, including 
Mark Twain and J. Pierpont Morgan. • Perhaps 
most interesting of all, he embodied the drive for 
money and power that typified the late gilded age 
in America, and he wound up one more casualty, 
abandoned and bankrupt at his death in New York 
in 1943. 


Tesla was prophetically right about many of 
his inventions and designs, but he was also spectac¬ 
ularly wrong about much that was going on in 
science after he turned 50 in 1906. He disparaged 
Einstein, scoffed at the idea of atomic power, 
dented the importance of the speed of light and 
insisted there was intelligent life on Mars. Partly 
for these reasons, and partly because of his distrust 
of theoretical work at universities, he became out 
of date and easy to ignore: He apparently was 
unable to interest the American war department in 
his far-sighted military devices, although most are 
now standard equipment or under intense develop¬ 
ment. Most curious of all, several tons of Tesla 
papers that seem to have disappeared after his 
death may have wound up seeding military devel¬ 
opments in this country — or, perhaps, all icoun- 
tries. 


Margaret Cheney’s new biography does not do 
full justice, but it is an absorbing, concise and 
literate view of Tesla’s life and career. While it 
makes a serious attempt to give a balanced view of 
its subject, it seems rather overprotective, and 
overcommitted to Tesla’s now-dated battles. Edi¬ 
son is a particular villain of the piece, and the 
disparagement of government-funded university 
research in science seems an odd kind of special 
pleading. 

What does emerge clearly is the tall, thin, 
compelling figure of the man, an undoubted mad 
genius. In his prime, for the 20 years surrounding 
the turn of the century, he gathered, spent and

made enormous sums of money developing the 
theories and the electrical devices that trans¬ 
formed the daily life cf much of the globe. 

Cheney has both the knowledge of science and 
the ability to communicate science to nonscientista 
that a biographer of Tesla must command. She also 
is able to integrate the scientific material into the 
inventor’s strange and neurotic life, so that the 
human story remains as interesting as the scientific 
one. 

Here is Tesla, landing in America in 1884 with 
only a few pennies and a letter to Edison in his 
pocket; walking to Edison’s laboratory, passing “a 
shop where the owner was cursing at a broken 
machine, he stopped and offered to fix it. When he 
had done so, the man was so pleased that he gave 
Tesla $20.” And, at the end of his life, there is Tesla 
so concerned about the pigeons he had rescued 
from the streets, his first concern at a stroke is to 
find someone to feed them. 

Ideally, a book on Tesla should show command 
over American cultural history, theoretical physics, 
psychology and literature, as well as electrical 
engineering. A reader may cavil that this biography 
implies much more than it states, ana teases us 
with hints of the major study the subject deserves. 
But we should recognize the substantial achieve¬ 
ment this book represents, a book to open new 
doors for the mind in many directions. O

N ikola Tesla—discoverer of the 
rotating magnetic field, which 
is the basis for AC electric current— 
once demolished one of his inven¬ 
tions to prevent disaster. 

In the 1890s f Tesla speculated about 
uses for resonance, the physical prin¬ 
ciple by which a high note from a 
soprano can shatter a glass. He 
invented a tiny oscillator that could 
produce vibrations with different fre¬ 
quencies and tested it on a half- 
eonstnicted building. The girders 
trembled like a tree in a high wind. 


Later, in his New York lab, Tesla 
fastened the* machine to a pole and 
turned it on. The vibrations reached 
the local police station, where the 
furniture began dancing. Guessing 
that the source was the inventor, the 
police ran to the lab to find Tesla 
smashing his machine. It was the 
only way to stop the vibrations. 

Tesla also postulated that by care¬ 
fully timing the explosions, he could 
create waves of increasing force ca¬ 
pable of shattering the earth. Scien¬ 
tists of the day denied the possibility:
